0 Canada, 
indeed! 

Did you know? The first Canada 
Day Celebration took place in 1917, 
to mark the 50th Anniversary of 
Confederation. In 1927, the country 
celebrated its Diamond Jubilee. 

But it wasn’t until 1958 under Prime 
Minister John Diefenbaker that July 
1 was designated as Dominion Day, 
a day of National celebration. It 
remained “Dominion Day,” reflecting 
the country’s colonial past, until 1982 
- when the Canada Act repatriated the 
constitution, and July 1st was renamed 
“Canada Day.” 

On July 1, Canadians celebrated 
the country’s 146th Birthday, with 
parades, special events, Citizenship 
ceremonies, parties and fireworks. 

In South Simcoe, the day began with 
a free Pancake Breakfast hosted by 
York-Simcoe MP, the Hon. Peter Van 
Loan, at the Churchill Community 

The breakfast has become a 
community tradition, bringing 
together residents from all comers of 
the riding, to celebrate and socialize. 
Van Loan and his team cook up and 
serve pancakes, maple syrup and 
peameal bacon to a steady stream 
well-wishers - with the MP placing a 
tiny Canadian flag on every stack of 
pancakes. 

In Bradford West Gwillimbury, the 
celebration started at 5:45 p.m., at 
Centennial Park - with bouncy castles 
and obstacle courses, a rock climbing 
wall, Beavertails served up by the 
Scouts, the Bradford Lions Club BBQ, 
and live entertainment on the main 
stage - from the fire juggling of Ben 
Burland, to high-energy performances 
by dancers with Elite Dance Corps,

OPP contract proposal in favour of 
the existing South Simcoe municipal 
police force. 

In both cases, it was the “significant" 
cost of disbanding the South Simcoe 
Police - at least $11.6 million - that 
made the difference, as well as South 
Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beazley’s 
pledge to find another $1.5 million in 
"efficiencies” in 2014-15. 

But the apparent accord hides a 
deep rift between the partners in 
policing, who have shared the South 
Simcoe Police Service since 1997. 

The split comes over the cost-sharing

based on a formula that considers

During the OPP costing process, 
Innisfil CAO John Skorobohacz 
recommended changing the formula, 
to reflect calls for service - suggesting 
that Innisfil has been “subsidizing" 
policing in the Town of BWG, to die 
tune of $1 million per year.

The motion passed by BWG 
Council recommended 
that “South Simcoe Police 
Service be maintained as the 
provider of policing services, 
at this time” - but added that 
a police budget in excess 
of the estimates would be 
rejected, and that “BWG is 
not prepared to renegotiate 
the terms of the cost-sharing 
agreement." The motion kept 
the door open to reconsider 
the OPP as an option for 
policing, if those conditions 
are breached, especially if 
the cost-sharing agreement 
is terminated. 

“The cost-sharing 
agreement has worked 
well for years,” Mayor 
Doug White said after the 
meeting, noting that growth 
means that the two partners 
will each be paying 50% of 
the cost by 2018. 

But it wasn't soon enough 
for Innisfil. Innisfil's Council 
chamber was packed on 
June 26 when Councillor 
Itichard Simpson presented 
a 7-part resolution. The 
first 5 clauses dealt with 
the selection of the South 
Simcoe Police as the 
preferred option “at this 
time,” and also made 
reference to keeping within 
the estimated budgets for 
2014 and 2015. 

It went on to express 
“sincere disappointment" 
with BWG’s refusal to 
reopen the cost-sharing 
agreement, and directed 
staff to “commence the 
dispute resolution process” 
contained in Section 17 - a 
form of binding arbitration. 
It also proposed a scenario 
whereby all of the $1.5 
million in savings promised 
by the Police Chief would 
go to the Town of Innisfil. 

The motion was split 
in two, to allow separate 
debate over the two issues. 
In a recorded vote, Innisfil 
Council voted 7-2 to keep 
the South Simcoe Police - 
with only Councillors Doug 
Lougheed, a former South 
Simcoe Police officer, and 
Lynn Dollin opposed. 

Lougheed cited possible 
savings of $2.3 million a 
year, if Innisfil is integrated 
with the Nottawasaga 
Detachment of the OPP, 
and told Council, “I have 
a responsibility to the 
taxpayers and the residents 
of Innisfil.” 

Councillor Lynn Dollin 
agreed, noting that even 
with the lowered estimates 
for the South Simcoe 
Police budgets, “we’re still 


seeing a significant savings 
from the OPP. That's not, 
Congratulations, you've won 
the lottery, here’s $3 million. 
That’s, Congratulations, 
here's $3 million, each and 
every year.” 

Innisfil Council was 
unanimous, in pursuing 
renegotiation of the 
cost-sharing agreement. 
Councillor Rod Boynton 
compared the dispute to "a 
marriage spat. It’s difficult. 
These 2 municipalities have 
had a great relationship. 

The bottom line is we want 
to continue with that.... but 
I resent the fact that we’re 
being dictated to, that costs 
can’t be discussed. Costs 
must be discussed. It’s only 
fair.” 

Although BWG was 
thanked for starting the 
costing process, which 
led to an unprecedented 
reduction in the bill for 
policing, and although 
the wording was softened, 
Innisfil was clear: the cost¬ 
sharing agreement must 
change. Director of Legal 
Services Jason Reynar 
noted, "They (BWG) have 
said they will not come to 
the table. This allows us to 
take the next step.... I’m still 
hopeful that we’ll be able to 
resolve the matter." 

"Partners and colleagues 
should be able to find a way” 
to agree, said Mayor Barb 
Baguley. “I think there is a 
misunderstanding about 
what Innisfil is looking 
for” - not to base the entire 
formula on calls for service, 
but to include it as a factor. 
"This is not meant to be an 
antagonistic thing. We’d 
rather have conversation, 
dialogue - before we kick it 
up a notch.” 

Mayor White was in the 
audience, with several 
members of his Council. 

“It doesn’t change our 
position whatsoever,” he 
said after the vote. “The 
cost-sharing agreement 
has been in place for 16 
years, and there’s been no 
suggestion of looking at it 
until we brought forward 
this costing process” - a 
process which, he pointed 
out, has saved taxpayers “a 
lot of money.” 

“Innisfil sent a mixed 
message tonight,” he said, 
by voting to support South 
Simcoe Police "and yet 
we’re closer to dissolution 
than ever, because of their 
insistence on picking the 
pockets of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury residents.”

Culture Awareness Celebration,

Elder Duke Redbird joined 
Southlake CEO Dr. Dave Williams 
in opening the day - a ceremony 
that was followed by a drumming 
workshop with Jacob Charles, of the 
Chippewas of Georgina Island; and 
at noon, a smudging ceremony, led 
by traditional healer Ralph King Jr., 
Moose Deer Point First Nations, and 
Suzanne Smoke, Aboriginal cultural 
co-ordinator at the Biindigen Gallery 
in Georgina, to mark the opening of 
the redesigned cafeteria. 

The cafeteria has been renamed 
Aquene Cafe - Aquene is a First 
nations word meaning “Peace” - 
and traditional feast foods, of corn, 
salmon, berries, and bison were 
available for the event. 

In a rare move. King and Smoke 
shared their medicine bundles, and 
explained the meaning of each item of 


is all about teaching and educating 
everybody.” 

Healing gifts come from the Earth, 
and all have spirit, Smoke said - 
including the basic keystones of First 
Nations ceremonies, tobacco, sage, 
sweetgrass and cedar. 

There are traditions surrounding the 
stages of Man, from birth to death, 
that are important. "We need to teach 
our children the road to technology 
and the road to spiritualism,” so that 
they have that balance, and that 
respect, she said. “We are magnificent 
as a culture, and people need to see 
the magnificence of our culture... It’s 
really important that we get back to 
those traditions.” 

“We are so pleased to welcome 
members of our local First Nations 
people to Southlake and thank them 
for sharing their traditions and 
cultural teachings with us,” said Dr. 
Williams. “By learning more about 
the beliefs and way of life of our First 
Nations people, I am confident that 
we can provide them with more 
meaningful and positive healthcare 
experiences in future.”

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Montessori School 
to open in September 

The signs, advertising a coming Montessori 
School, have been up at the former liquor store at 
160 Holland St. West for months. 

On June 18, Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
voted to enter into a Site Plan agreement with 
the proponent, for a day nursery for up to 69 
pupils - opening the way for the school to open in 
September. 

“There were some glitches,” Mayor Doug White 
told Council. “They’re all ironed out.” 

Some of those glitches related to the outdoor 
play area. Based on the Town’s Zoning By-law, the 
proposed School required an outdoor amenity 
space of392 sq. m., on a 1618.45 sq. m. lot. 

The proposed outdoor play space is 130 sq. m. - all 
that could be squeezed onto the site, due to the 
presence of the existing building and parking, and 
an existing hydro transformer. 

A minor variance was required from the 
Committee of Adjustment to permit the smaller 
play area, and was approved on May 22. The 
outdoor play area, which is located at the east side 
of the parking area, will be protected by a “non- 
climbable” fence, and bollards. 

There are a few more details still to be worked out 
- but parking isn’t one of them. The area is zoned 
Core Commercial C-l, and as such is exempt from 
parking requirements. Even so, the proponents 
have provided a Traffic Impact Study showing that 
the existing parking is sufficient for the nursery use. 

Montessori schools are an alternative learning 
system.

Sex Assaults alleged 

In May 2013, South Simcoe Police began 
investigating allegations of sexual assaults that 
had occurred in Bradford between 2006 and 
2008. On July 1, South Simcoe Police Criminal 
Investigations Bureau arrested and charged 
a 67 year old York Region male with Sexual 
Assault and Sexual Interference. The man was 
released from custody with conditions, and 
a Court date in August. Police say no other 
victims are involved. 

76 year old Stunt Driver 

A 76 year old Cookstown man is facing 
charges of speeding and stunt driving, after 
he was caught travelling more than 50 kmph 
over the posted limit on a residential street in 
Stroud, June 30. At about 7:45 p.m., a South 
Simcoe Police officer was operating radar 
near the Fire Hall on Vi ctoria St. when he 
observed a vehicle approaching at a high rate 
of speed. The vehicle was clocked at 102 kmph 
in a 50kmph zone. The man was charged with 
Stunt Driving, his vehicle was impounded for 7 
days, and he has a Court date in August. 

Safe Roads, Your Call 

Just after 5 p.m. on June 28, South Simcoe 
Police received a 911 call from a citizen 
reporting a possible impaired driver on 10 
Sideroad in BWG. Police were able to locate 
the vehicle on the 11th Line, west of County 
Rd. 27. The driver, a 46 year old Beeton 
woman, was arrested for Impaired driving and 
transported to South Division, where breath 
tests led to the additional charge of Over 
.080. She received a 90 day administrative 
driver’s licence suspension, her vehicle was 
impounded for 7 days. Court date in July. 
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Open letter from the Chief 


Open Letter to BWG & Innisfil 
communities: A summit was held in 
Ottawa this past January to address the 
economics of policing across Canada. 
Clearly, Police Executives everywhere 
are seeking ways to make better use of 
available resources in times of fiscal 
restraint. 

When appointed Chief of the South 
Simcoe Police Service in the Spring of 
2012,1 was aware that both Councils 
were concerned about the rising cost 
of policing. I spoke with members of 
Council and heard them loud and 
clear: the ratepayer wanted the South 
Simcoe Police Service to contain costs 
without compromising the level of 
service delivery to the municipalities. I 
respect that Councils had an obligation 
to examine ail policing options by 
obtaining proposals from the OPP. 

Soon after my appointment, the 
Efficiencies Working Group was formed 
to help identify potential efficiencies. 
Twenty-five dedicated women and 
men from ail work groups volunteered 
their own time. The work of the 
Group is ongoing; they continue to 
scrutinize our businesses processes 
seeking ways to deliver a more efficient 
level of service. I am proud of their 
accomplishments. 

The South Simcoe Police Association, 
which represents the majority of our 
civilian and sworn members, and the 
Senior Officers' Association have been 
very supportive. It was clear early in 
the costing exercise, that they too are 
committed to finding solutions to re¬ 
engineer our organization. 

Over the past few months, the 
Leadership Team, the Associations, the 
Efficiencies Working Group and the 
Board have worked hard as a team to 
find efficiencies. 

On Tuesday, June 25, Bradford 
West Gwiliimbury Council voted 
unanimously in favour of retaining 
South Simcoe as their police service of 
choice. On Wednesday, June 26, Innisfil 
Council followed suit. It is a relief to 
our membership and to their families, 
friends, and to our citizens that both 
Councils have shown their confidence 
in our team’s efforts. 

As Chief of Police, I would like to 
thank both Councils. We appreciate the 
difficult decision you had to make. You 
have our commitment moving forward 
that we will continue to work with you 
to contain costs while maintaining 


public safety. 

Thank you to the residents and 
business owners of BWG and Innisfil. 
Your comments and suggestions, 
positive and negative, spoke of your 
passion for community policing. We 
look forward to proudly serving you for 
many years to come. Sir Robert Peel 
said, “The police are the public and the 
public are the police.” We cannot move 
forward effectively without you, our 
most important stakeholders. 

To our media partners, thank you for 
reporting fairly through the process. 
Improving media relations was one of 
the Board’s objectives articulated to 
me when I was hired. I have taken that 
very seriously. Community safety is a 
partnership, a partnership in which the 
media plays an important role. Thank 
you for working with us to help improve 
our approach. We have learned much 
from your advice and look forward to 
continuing the positive relationships 
built over the past 14 months. 

Thank you to our policing partners 
in the OPP. People are passionate 
about their police, whatever shoulder 
patch they may wear. Throughout the 
entire costing process you remained 
professional and respectful. We enjoy 
a close working relationship with our 
colleagues in the OPP. The OPP is a 
world-class organization, and we are 
proud to stand with you as you serve 
the citizens of Ontario.

The Building Division will remain 
open from 4:30 - 7 p.m. on these evenings to process alterations and additions to single family 
dwellings. Permit applications will be accepted and processed by appointment. For applica¬ 
tions which are simple and require no other approvals (such as zoning variances, conservation 
approvals, etc.), we will attempt to issue a permit while you wait. 

In order to reduce the time you may need to wait During program, we will be serving ap¬ 
plicants by appointment. Appointments can be made by telephone by calling (905) 775-5369 
ext 1500. Appointments may also be made by applicants in person during Program hours. An 
appointment will be scheduled for that night if possible or a future program evening, however 
we encourage you to call for an appointment. 

WHEN IS A BUILDING PERMIT REQUIRED? 


Under the Building Code Act a building permit is required for the 
construction of an addition or alteration to a building or the con¬ 
struction of a new building or structure over 10.0 square metres 
(108 square feet) in area. It is the responsibility of the owner to 
obtain a building permit.The following is a list of typical projects 
covered under our Program: 


Designers who prepare 
drawings for extensions, 
alterations or repairs to 
houses and small build¬ 
ings (including decks and 
porches) must be quali¬ 
fied by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment. Applications 
whose drawings do not 
contain the required qual¬ 
ification information (BCIN 
number) will not be 
accepted.

Building permit applications must be accompanied by plans/ 
drawings (drawn to scale) clearly depicting the nature and extent of 
the proposed work.

The level of detail provided in the plans must be 
sufficient for staff to review the proposal from the permit submis¬ 
sion. This means providing enough information on the drawings to 
be able to construct the project from them.

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Sssssnakes alive!

I couldn’t believe my eyes: It had been a long time since I 
last saw a snake, and there it was - right on the path in front 
of me, as I walked my puppy. 

Of course, my first reaction was that it was probably dead, 
since I’ve seen more snakes that have been nut over by cars 
on the road than live ones. This, however, was a live Red- 
bellied Snake, a species you don’t see very often. 

Whether you like snakes or not, the fact is they seem to 
be becoming more rare these days, so seeing one is an 
event. The most common snake we have in this part of 
Ontario is the Eastern Garter Snake, found in fields and 
wet forest edges where it can easily find insects, worms and 
amphibians to capture. These striped serpents are well- 
camouflaged, as they slither through the weeds, and quite 
harmless. If you do chance upon one, it’s best to leave it be 
- not because they bite, but because they give off an awful 
smell when you handle them, which is hard to wash off. 

Once, while I was stopped along a roadside to bird watch, 

I heard a screeching sound from a bird in peril and quickly 
went to see what was wrong. I found a sparrow in the 
jaws of a large Garter Snake, that was struggling madly 
to escape. I must admit, I interfered with nature, and 
picked up the snake by the tail. It dropped the bird, a Song 
Sparrow - which fluttered away, no worse for wear - and I 
let the snake go. Quite the experience! 

Fear of snakes is common. Maybe it’s because they are 
“slithery” - or maybe it’s because, in many parts of the 
world, snakes are deadly, and venomous. I have been 
regaled with several stories from my wife’s family, about 
encounters with deadly Mamba snakes during their years 
of living in Africa. Luckily, Ontario’s only poisonous snake 
is the small Massassauga Ratdesnake, which lives along 
Georgian Bay and is quite shy and retiring, not likely to 
strike unless molested. 

No matter how you feel about snakes, remember that they 
do have an important place in the natural world, and are 
best left alone to fulfil their role in our ecosystems.
